Following la tho text of a directive sont by tho President to tho 
Secretary of State, Secretary of »r and Secretary of the Navy with ragard 
to tha coordination of tha foreign intelligence aotiyitiee of the federal 
government s 

1. It ia my desire, and I herbby direct, that all Federal 
foreign intelligence aotiyitiee be planned, developed and coordinated 
eo ae to aaaure the moat effective aooampliatment of the intelligence 

aiaaion related to the national aeourity. I hereby deaignete you, 
together with another pereon to be named by me ae my peraonal repre- 
sentative , aa the Rational Intelligence Authority to accomplish thie 
purpoae . 

2. Within the limite of available appro priat iona , you ehall 
eaoh from time to time aaaign peraona and facilitiea from your reapeo- 
tive Department a, which peraona ehall collectively form a Central In- 
telligence Group and ahall, under the direction of a Director of 
Central Intelligence, aaaiat the Rational Intelligence Authority. The 
Director of Central Intelligence ahall be deeignated by me, ahall be 
reaponaible to the Rational Intelligence Authority, and ahall ait aa 

a non-voting member thereof. 

3. Subject to the existing law, and to the direction and 
control of the Rational Intelligence Authority, the Director of Central 
Intelligence ehall t 

a. Accomplish the correlation end evaluation of intelligence 
relating to the national security, end the Appropriate dissemin- 
ation within the Government of the resulting strategic and 
national policy intelligence. In eo doing, full use ehall be made 
of the staff and faeilitiee of the intelligence agencies of your 
Departments . 

b. Plan for the coordination of such of the activitiew of 
the intelligence agendas of your Departments as relate to the 
national seourity and re oo amend to the National Intelligence 
Authority the establishment of suoh over-all policies and 
objectives as will assure the most effective accomplishment of 
the national intelligence mission, 

o. Perform, for tho benefit of said intelligence agencies, 
such services of ooramon concern ae the Rational Intelligence 
Authority determines can be more efftoiently accomplished 
oentrally. 

d. Perform eueh other functions and duties related to 
intelligence affeoting the national security ae the President 
and the Rational Intelligence Authority may from time to time direct. 
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4. Ho polio#, law enforcement or internal security function* 
•hall be exercised under thie directive. 

5. Such intelligence received by the intelligence agencies 

of your Department* a* may be designated by the Sational Intelligence 
Authority shall be freely available to the Director of Central 
Intelligence for correlation, evaluation or dissemination. To the 
extent approved by the National Intelligence Authority, the opera- 
tions of said intelligence agencies shall be open to inspection by 
the Direotor of Central Intelligence in connection with planning 
functions. 


6. The existing intelligence agencies of your Departments 
•hall continue to collect, evaluate, correlate and disseminate 
departmental intelligence. 

7. The Director of Central Intelligence shall be advised 

by an Intelligence Advisory Board consisting of the heads (or their 
representatives) of the principal military and civilian intelligence 
agenoies of the Government having functions related to national 
security, as determined by the National Intelligence Au$hor*ty. 

8. Within the soope of existing law and Presidential direc- 
tive*, other departments and agenoies of the executive branoh of 
the Federal Government shall furnish such intelligence information 
relating to the national security as is in their possiesion, and 
as the Direotor of Central Intelligence may from time to time 
request pursuant to regulations of the National Intelligence Authority. 

9. Nothing herein shall bs construed do authorise the making 
of investigations inside the continental limits of the United States 
qpd its possessions, except as provided by law and Presidential 
directive# . 


10. In the conduct of their aotivitiee the National Intelligence 
Authority and the Director of Central Intelligence shall be reeponsible 
for fully protecting intelligence sources and methods. 
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
